President Daniel Leitch, of the Nar- 
berth Borough Council, received a 
formal notification from the County 
Commissioners last week indicating 
that the application of the Borough of 
Narberth for county aid on resurfac- 
ing Wynnewood Avenue had been 
granted to the extent of $8000. The 
State laws governing such matters re- 
quire the approval of the State High- 
way Department before such county 
aid grants can be made effective. It 
is also necessary for the borough to 
appropriate and spend on the same 
work an amount equal to the grant 
from the county. 

As a result of the necessity of wait- 
ing the approval of the State High- 
way Department, it was decided to 
stop immediately the work of tempo- 
rary repairs on Wynnewood Avenue, 
which had just been started by the 
borough. It is impossible to state now 
how long the work on that street will 
be delayed, but as a result of the 
county aid it is going to be possible to 
do a much better and more complete 
job than that which the borough had 
planned when it was thought that 
county aid would not be available this 
year. 



Ground will be broken on Sunday, 
June 9, at 4 P. M. for the new edifice 
of the Narberth Methodist Episcopal 
Church. The new building will be lo- 
cated across the street on Essex Ave- 
nue from the present structure, at the 
southeastern corner of Essex and 
Price Avenues. 

The dedication of the ground will 
be marked by simple ceremonies. 
Short speeches will be made by Dr. 
George M. Brodhead, of Philadelphia; 
the Rev. Harry M. Chalfont and the 
Rev. Samuel MacAdams, pastor of the 
church. It is also expected that the 
Hon. Fletcher W. Stites, superintend- 
ent of the Sunday school, will be back 
from a trip to Europe in time for the 
event.

Despite ineffective mound work by 
Raleigh, Narberth triumphed over

on Saturday, June 1. The game was 
close considering the demoniac rally 
made by the Brookline Club, which 
was threatening from the sixth, until 
the last heave had crossed the plate.

Rotary Gathering 

Problems of Retail Merchandis- 
ing Discussed in 
Detail. 



R. S. DUNNE CHAIRMAN 



Narberth talent dominated the meet- 
ing of the Bala-Cynwyd-Narberth Ro- 
tary Club Monday night. This, the 
last evening of the season, was under 
the direction of Ralph S. Dunne, chair- 
man of the Vocational Service Com- 
mittee. 

Short speeches on business topics 
were made by Carl B. Metzger, Wal- 
ter A. Fox, J. B. Mackenzie and Rob- 
ert J. Nash. Music was furnished by 
a quartette made up of Wallis Boileau. 
David Spratt, Lewis W. Easby and 
Harry Mcssec, accompanied by Wil- 
liam P. Bentz. 

Mr. Metzger spoke of the financial 
side of business, urging his audience to 
keep in a position to command credit 
when needed. "Too many," he said, 
"wait until they need money badly be- 
fore they get in a position to obtain 
it." 

Character as a basis for loans was 
emphasized, and the frequent filing of 
business statements. Mr. Metzger is 
president of the Narberth National 
Bank and treasurer of a large coal 
company. 

Intelligent merchandising was dis- 
cussed by Mr. Fox. He divided the 
topic into six headings: Self, Location, 
Market Study, Finance, Competition 
and Organization. He urged the Ro- 
tarians to study not only their ter- 
ritory, but their own businesses. Com- 
petition, lie pointed out, may be 
stronger from other lines than from 
similar ones, as all products are com- 
peting for the conslmer's dollar. 

Mr. Mackenzie, his partner in the 
advertising firm of Fox & Mackenzie, 
spoke on directed advertising, reiter- 
ating the necessity of a merchant 
knowing his own business. "Advertis- 
ing grows out of the business that is 
to be advertised," he said. 

The importance of location and the 
desirability of owning the store oc- 
cupied were emphasized by Mr. Nash. 
"The best location," he said, "is the 
heart of the best shopping district. 
Don't be misled by cheaper rents on 
side streets." 

Competition is to be sought, not 
feared, he said. The shopper prefers 
to buy in a section where there are 
many stores, so that the entire pur- 
chase may be made conveniently. 
Larger buildings, better show windows 
and broader stores were urged as the 
modern tendency. 



Railroad May Erect Stairs From Station I Narberth Rallies to 

Platform to Narberth Avenue Bridge Win Over Berwyn 



If negotiations conducted by bor- 
ough officials with the Pennsylvania 
Railroad are successful it may not be 
long before commuters will leave the 
station platform by stairways leading 
to the Narberth Avenue bridge. 

The finishing touches are now being 
given to the lengthened platform on 
the north side of the tracks at the 
eastern end. This addition of approxi- 
mately one hundred feet is a step in 
preparation for the twelve-car trains 
which the railroad expects to inaugu- 
rate with the advent of the new sta- 
tion on the Parkway. At the present 
time many ten and eleven-car trains 
force passengers to disembark be- 
yond the limits of the platform, so that 
the increased length will be 
immediately. 



When the work on the new plat- 
form first started Burgess Henry A. 
Frye communicated with the railroad 
authorities relative to the erecting of 
stairways leading to the Narberth Ave- 
nue bridge on both sides of the tracks. 
Since then he has been notified that 
the railroad is giving this proposal its 
serious consideration. 

Station platforms all along the line 
are being lengthened in preparation for 
the twelve-car train service which may 
be instituted sooner than was origi- 
nally expected. 

Aside from the new platform and 

the possible erection of stairways to 

the bridge, no new developments as

Narberth Youth Hurt 
in Wildwood Crash; 

Cynwyd Youth Gives Aid 

Harvey Knauer, 23, of 223 Lan- 
twyn Lane, Narberth, was injured last 
Thursday near Wildwood, N. J., in 
an automobile accident in which an- 
other passenger, a girl, was killed. 
Knauer had several stitches taken in 
his lip and lost almost all his teeth. 

C. Warner Koenig, of Cynwyd, and 
another University of Pennsylvania 
student, were the first to reach the 
scene of the crash, and rushed Le- 
titia Moran, of East Falls, to the 
Wildwood Hospital, eighteen miles 
away, where it was found that Miss 
Moran had died instantly. 

The three girls and Knauer had been 
returning to their homes from a Me- 
morial Day trip to Wildwood in the 
car of Michael Krunenacker, 21, of 19 
Wylie Street, Falls of Schuylkill, who 
was driving. The car overturned after 
its steering apparatus broke, causing 
the machine to careen off the road. 
Krunenacker, who also was taken to 
the Wildwood hospital, probably suf- 
fering from internal injuries, was 
placed uunder arrest. The accident oc- 
curred near the intersection of the 
Avalon Boulevard and the Shore Road.

While Young Graham held Berwyn

The Old Maim Line 

The following historical sketch, which will be printed 
serially, was written by Margaret B. Harvey, and originally 
published in a volume issued by the Historical Society of 
Montgomery County in 1895. Entitled "Something About 
Lower Merion," it traces the history of the township from its 
beginnings to the 1890's with many delightful digressions. 
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Installment 11. 

In which loc hear of old methods of 
transporting foodstuffs to market, of so- 
cial rivalries arising thereupon, and a 
word about old Inns. 

History repeats itself, this we know. 
With a community composed of earlier 
and laterconiers, it was inevitable that 
there should be social rivalries, more 
or less fierce, just as we see today. 
We, who live in the stone-gray man- 
sions, imagine that the residents of 
the red-and-ycllow palaces are our 
upstart enemies, but there was a time 
when the occupants of plain log 
houses thought just the same of our 
fathers. For there were log houses 
in Lower Merion, and some of them 
still exist scattered here and there. 
One, built about 1700, stood upon my 
grandfather's farm until 1876 and long 
served as a tenant house, but it was 
so disguised with boards and plaster 
that I never knew what the frame- 
work was until I saw it pulled down. 
There also stood an old wooden barn 
of about the same age in which once 
hid two British soldiers, deserters, who 
wished to join the American army; 
they were discovered and aided by the 
Irishman who lived in the log house. 
So again you see the history of one 
farm is the history of Lower Merion 
and the whole country. But to re- 
turn to social rivalries. I have heard 
indirectly, through a very old lady 
connected with the Stadelman family, 
that there was a time when all mar- 
keting from Lower Merion was car- 
ried to the citv bv women upon horse- 
back, their butter, eggs and vegetables 
packed in saddle-bags. Two-wheeled 
carts, with muslin covers drawn with 
strings like a sunbonnet, created a 
small revolution: those who had the 
two-wheeled carts looked down upon 
those poor creatures who were still 
obliged to put up with saddle-bags. 
The old lady from whom I derived 
my information was among the fav- 
ored ones whom fortune permitted to 
drive a two-wheeled cart. How long 
ago that was may be guessed when 
I tell vou that upon one occasion she 
drove into Philadelphia down the Lan- 
caster Road to the Lancaster Turn- 
pike, thence on by the Westchester 
Road to town, crossing the river at 
the place now occupied by the Market 
Street bridge. She discoved that the 
highwavmen had robbed the mail 
coach, and near what we know as Six- 
teenth and Market Streets, tied the 
passengers to the trees. Before going 
further I would like to remark that it 
was a relative of this old lady, who, 
when a soldier at Valley Forge, ob- 
tained a furlough, came home and oc- 
cupied his time in making shoes for 
his comrades. His name was Jacob 
Latch, and he belonged to the same 
Latch familv still occupying the land 
in Lower Merion between the old 
Stadelman and Harvey properties. 
But what extravagance when two 



wheeled carts gave way to four- 
wheeled wagons. Then it was that 
my grandfather, in advance of many 
of his neighbors, was sniffed at as a 
haughtv aristocrat because he . drove 
to the" citv in a carriage with four 
wheels drawn by two iron-gray 
horses. Such a turnout would look 
verv ordinary beside the drags and 
tandems now seen dashing along our 
Lower Merion roads. Can we today 
realize that, upon both Lancaster 
pikes, the big white-covered Cones- 
toga wagon was a sight once very 
familiar? Pittsburgh was then con- 
sidered the extreme west, and every- 
thing in the shape of manufactured 
goods was "teamed" across the Atle- 
ghenies. I am not now stating to my 
intelligent readers a new fact, but I 
may be saving something new to many 
in asserting that we have evidence in 
Lower Merion that this was the case, 
in the existence of so many old tav- 
erns, at regular intervals all along 
both roads, just as if a delegation of 
westward-bound, hungry travelers was 
expected at every stage at a particular 
hour. The first antique hotel on the 



old Lancaster Road in Lower Merion 
is the Black Horse, still in a very good 
state of preservation, although no 
longer used as an inn; this is just 
over the city line and is about half 
wav between Bala station on the 
Schuylkill Valley Railroad and Over- 
brook station on the main line of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad. The next is 
the General Wayne, before referred 
to, about a mile and a half further on, 
here for years was the only post orhce 
for miles around. The third of any 
prominence was the Old Buck, now 
used as a summer boarding house; 
this was once the only post office for 
the upper end of Lower Merion, as 
the General Wayne was for the lower; 
this large imposing building, with 
pretty shaded grounds, is at the junc- 
tion of the old Lancaster Road; that 
is the Indian trail, with the Lancaster 
Turnpike. Beyond this there was no 
antique tavern within the limits ot 
Montgomery County. Nearby the Old 
Buck is a weatherbeaten structure 
erected many years ago, during the 
wave of popular excitement which 
spread over the country through the 
efforts of the Washingtomans; it is 
still called Temperance Hall, though 
now used as a printing office by the 
Brvn Mawr Home News. A few rods 
to 'the eastward for a long time stood 
the picturesque, ivy-veiled, evergreen- 
embowered Church of the Redeemer, 
recently demolished. But around 
these, strange to say, has grown up a 
queer little Irish settlement, variously 
called Cork, Kilkenny and Inshtown. 
Still it seems that even the poor are 
very well off in Lower Merion; any- 
one of these houses, if removed to 
another location, would separately be 
a neat, desirable residence, 
ibe concluded.
